ex re d e d to a^fc some definite legis­ 
lation looking to the preservation of 
the national w ealth before it 
ad­ 
journs this wee* 
W hether or net the suggestion of 
Gov. C h a m b e rtin th a t a departm ent 
of conservation w ith the power 
of 
em inent dom ain and the regulation 
and control of all the nationa. w ealth 
wui be adopted, la a question, but the 
governors are agreed th a t w hatever 
plan is finally adopted shall be c*r- 
!*.ed out by ail. 
A com m ittee on resolutions, 
of 
which ex-Governor Geo. C. Pardee, 
of C alifornia, is chairm an, has been 
appointed 
to receive 
suggestions. 
Senator Newlands of Nevada has sug­ 
gested th a t if the plan for full 
na­ 
tional control does not m eet absolute 
approval of the governors, they are 
all em powered to appoint conserva­ 
tion com m issions in th eir own states 
to gather inform ation and to 
pre­ 
sent this inform ation, w ith 
sugges­ 
tion for legislation, to th eir respec­ 
tive legislatures. 
This, he says, will 
resu lt in the passing of laws, because 
public sentim ent will dem and them . 
The com m ittee on resolutions w ill 
probably present two plans, one em ­ 
bodying the suggestion of Gov. Cham ­ 
berlain, th a t the nation be given con­ 
tro l, and one suggesting definite and 
concurrent action by all the gover 
nors. 
Today’s session was given over to 
the discussion of the report of the 
division of forestry, in the m orning, 
and the report of the division of wa­ 
terw ays in the afternoon. 
Johnson-Smoot Exchange. 
A controversy between Johnson of 
M innesota and Senator R ied Smoot, 
of U tah, as to the tariff on lum ber, 
hdded a political phase to the dis­ 
cussion of the forestry report. 
Gov. Johnson asked for definite 
inform ation as to w hat forest in ter­ 
ests of the states could be preserved 
and stated th at in his opinion tariff 
relations w ith Canada 
should 
be 
changed so as to

C anadian 
lum ber to come into this country for 
the benefit of Am erican lum bering 
interests.

today by W illiam R indenberger, the 
bookkeeper and auditor of th a t in­ 
stitution. According to his statem ent 
m ost of the business of the Fidelity 
Funding company during the last 
weeks of its existence was carried on 
from this quaint old town on th e 
bank of the Mississippi. 
Sister Mary Duped 
“Sister Mary w,~s duped into giv­ 
ing K eiran the first blank, signed 
notes for him to fill in the am ount,” 
..aid R indenberger, “finally when she 
had signed the convent deeply in 
debt she was in his power and signed 
as m any as 64 blank notes a t a 
tim e.” 
R indenberger said th a t in July he 
showed Sister Mary a schedule of 
notes h© knew to be outstanding 
against the convent. They am ounted 
to over a m illion dollars. 
“ The first notes Issued for $230,' 
000 were secured by a m ortgage on 
the convent property. This m ortgage 
w ent partly to the Security Life In­ 
surance company, yet I doubt w heth­ 
er Sister Mary or anyone of the con­ 
vent people ever saw a record of this 
m ortgage. They tru sted to K eiran 
im plicitly. 
Funds M isappropriated 
“ I am sure the convent never got 
value received for th e notes and 
m ortgages Issued. These notes were 
to have been used by the Fidelity 
Funding company in the financing 
of th e convent’s im provem ents. Only 
about $150,000 was ever so spent- 
“ From Sister M ary’s own state­ 
m ents I know how m atters went. 
K eiran w rote to her from tim e to 
tim e asking for money to finance his 
deals. So Intim ately was the prosper­ 
ity of the convent connected with 
th a t of the Funding company 
th at 
Sister Mary could scarcely refuse ad* 
dltional notes if she wished the con­ 
vent building to keep on. At first she 
yielded reluctantly, sending a stogie 
blank note from tim e, to tim e. Then 
when too late she realized she could 
not tu rn away from the course she 
started to pursue. A fter th at a stream 
of Checks and notes were issued. 
U ttered W orthless Checks 
“ So profligate did the check u t­ 
tering become I myself collected over 
a thousand of them , alm ost every 
! one cancelled and m arked not suffi­ 
cient funds. Th convent’s bank ac­ 
count was never large during the 
tim e of my em ploym ent there. Some 
of these checks were for sum s as 
large as $10,000 each. W hy, th e pro­ 
test fees alone came to more^ than 
$1,000. 
The 
cancellations showed 
th at some had been cashed. I 
secured a list of 200 notes as they 
were sent to the convent after being 
renew ed. Several of these notes were 
for as much as $200,000. 
1 
Keiran Took Them 
' 
“I carried two suit cases full of 
notes, checks and books to New lo r k 
to see K eiran, ju st before th© crash. 
He took all the cancelled paper, but 
11 kept a record which I expect to be 
able to use.” 
Another Church Involved.
